Protest after protest served to considerably 
enliven the session ot theCanvassing Board to- 
day. When the adjournment was taken at 6:80 
last evening the board, consisting of Be- 
corder Carlisle and Justice of the Peace Johan 
R. Slevinand John F. Mielert, had finished 
the Fourteenth Ward. When operations 
were, resumed at 9 o'clock this 
morning there wasa delegation of Repub- 
licans On hand to protest against the count- 
ing of the 896 votes given John 
O’Brien, the Democratic candidate for 
President of the Board of Assessors, 
in Precinct No. 20 of the Fifth Ward. The 
police returns from the precinct gave O’Brien 
206 and Fredericks 266. The poll-books which 
furnish the material for the official count 
gave O’Brien 896, a gain of 100 votes. These 
books gave all the other Democratic candl- 
dates large gains over the figures collected 
by the police at the close of the polls vince | 
night.

Rohlfing’s Air of Injured Innocence. 


Secretary C. H. F. Rohifing of the Repub- 
lican City Committee still insists that the 
Democrats committed wholesale frauds at 
Tuesday’s election, and besides reaching for 
Auditor Brown, to make a place for Col. 


Fishback, he claims his organization will un- 
seat Delegates-elect Sippel, Townsend, Dacey 
and one or two other Democrats.

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THE JUDD CASE. 


The trouble over the Max Judd appoint- 
ment brings Democratic America face to 
face with the moribund prejudices of theOld 
World. We cannot understand the hatred 
with which Hebrews are regarded in some 
of the capitals of Europe, and if we could 
it would make no difference in our opin- 
ions. The prejudice is irrational and ab- 
surd, unworthy of an enlightened people, 
and should be as far as possible contempt- 
uously ignored by our Government. 

The post of Consul-General at Vienna is 
a purely business office.

To object to 
a man possessing all the necessary quali- 
fications because of his race or religion is 
to ask us to violate that clause of the Con- 
stitution which forbids the application of 
any such test to a Federal office-holder. 

When the Kiely case was under discus- 
sion Secretary Bayard wrote the Austrian 
Minister that the position held by his gov- 
ernment could not be allowed. He re- 


tused to withdraw the appointment of 


Mr. Kiely, who, however, subsequently 
settled the difficulty by resigning and ac- 
cepting another appointment. The prece- 
dent then set by the first Cleveland admin- 
istration should be followed in the Judd 
case, 

Happily we can get along very well 
without either consuls or diplomats to 
represent us at Vienna until we 
teach the governments of Europe that 
we will not change our whole 
system of political ideas and set 
aside the most cherished rule of the Con- 
stitution in deference toa prejudice which 
we consider barbarous, antiquated and 
shameful. 


SCRUTINIZE THE RETURNS. 


A ballot box fraud in favor of either 
party or any candidate is the worst of 
crimes against popular self-government, 

The Post-DisPpatcH has always con- 
tended that no man, Democrat or Republi- 
can, should be permitted to hold an office 
while his title toitas the choice of a ma- 
jority. of the voters isin doubt, or while 
there is a strong suspicion that ballot-box 
stuffing, false returns or a false count se- 
cured him the certificate of election.

BaLTrmore, Md., April 7.—Supt. King of 
the Maryland Steel Co. smiled yesterday for 
the first time in fully three weeks, when out 
over the water and six feet above the level of 
the deck a mass of steel rails weighing 130 
tons was suspended by the shears which are 
to lift the big Krupp gun.
